Assistant Surgeon Chapin, plague laboratory, reports, April 5, 
through Passed Assistant Surgeon Glover : 

During the month of March, 1909, 3,616 rats were delivered at the 
laboratory and 3,563 were necropsied. No plague-infected rats were 
found. One hundred and fifty-four fleas were found upon 10 rats 
examined. 

The last plague-infected rat was found September 26, 1908.

Missouri — St. Louis. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 735,000 (white, 688,000; colored, 47,000). Total number of 
deaths, 921 (white, 815; colored, 106), including diphtheria 18, mea- 
sles 25, enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 2, whooping cough 2, and 116 
from pulmonary tuberculosis. Cases of contagious diseases reported: 
Diphtheria 185, enteric fever 14, measles 977, scarlet fever 91, whoop- 
ing cough 21, smallpox 6, and tuberculosis 186. 

Springfield. — Month of March, 1909. Estimated population, 
35,000. Total number of deaths, 41, including 4 from tuberculosis. 
Cases: Scarlet fever 6. 

Montana. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated population, 
280,000. Reports to the state board of health show as follows: Total 
number of deaths, 321, including diphtheria 3, enteric fever 8, scarlet 
fever 10, whooping cough 2, and 22 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diph- 
theria 75, enteric fever 35, measles 70, scarlet fever 149, and small- 
pox 62. 

Nebraska — Lincoln. — Month of March, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 60,000. Total number of deaths, 41, including whooping 
cough 1, enteric fever 2, and 4 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 
3, scarlet fever 8, measles 73, and smallpox 12. 

New Hampshire — Concord. — Annual report for the year 1908. 
Estimated population, 20,000. Total number of deaths, 428, cor- 
responding to an annual death rate of 15.25 per 1,000 of population, 
including diphtheria 4, enteric fever 1, and 26 from tuberculosis. 
Cases: Diphtheria 44, scarlet fever 7, enteric fever 6, and measles 100. 

Month of March, 1909. Total number of deaths, 45, including 
diphtheria 1, enteric fever 1, and tuberculosis (pulmonary) 4. Cases: 
Enteric fever 2, scarlet fever 3, diphtheria 10, and measles 201.

Cases: Diphtheria 
29, scarlet fever 22, smallpox 3, measles 43, enteric fever 9, and tuber- 
culosis 12.
